Ruby, 55, former Dallas night 
club operator, was taken from 
the county jail to Parkland Hos- 
pital Friday. The hospital first 
said he appeared to have pneu- 
monia, then diagnosed the ill- 
ness as cancer. 

Ruby remained in the hospital 
under a special security guard 
in a later afternoon medicai 
report physicians said there 
was “no essential change” in 
Ruby’s condition.

A Dallas jury sentenced Ruby 
to death in March 1964 but a 
state appellate court reversed 
the conviction. The second trial 
was set for Wichita Falls, nrob- 
ably m February, only shortly 
before Ruby became ill. *
